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Summary of Talk by Professor John \I• Kendrick 

to the Washington Chapter of the National Association 

of Business Economists, April 28 , 1967. 

The "wealth of the United States will grow somewhat less rapidly than 
the national product over the decade 1966 - 1976 , according to John W. 

Kendrick of the George Washington University. Speaking at a luncheon 
meeting of the Washington Chapter of the National Association of Business 
Economists, Dr. Kendrick placed the nation’s wealth as of December 31 * 1966 
at 2 \ trillion dollars, an average of approximately $12,500 for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. In the next decade, he anticipates a 
further growth to roughly $3^ trillion at 1966 prices, or $4.6 trillion when 
adjusted for rising prices, 

Kendrick said that due to acceleration in the growth of real G.N.P. to 
over 4 percent in the current decade, reflecting accelerated growth of the 
labor force, the growth of wealth will lag. This result is inevitable if 
the proportion of G.N.P. saved remains at one-sixth, he asserted, and he 
sees no tendency towards a higher saving rate. A decline in the rate of 
growth of capital goods per worker could slow-down the growth of productivity 
somewhat, Kendrick noted. But he is optimistic that output per manhour in 
the private economy will continue to grow by around 3 percent a year as a 
result of continued relative increases of the "intangible wealth" resulting 
from research and development, education and training. 

In looking at the composition of tangible national wealth, Kendrick noted 
that the share of real estate has dropped, due to the declining relative 
importance of land, the quantity of which is more or less fixed. The value 
of structures has comprised about half of total wealth since I9W. Durable

equipment of producers and consumers has grown from about 18 percent to 
over 23 percent of the total, and Kendrick expects the trend to continue. 

On the other hand, business inventories and stocks of monetary metals have 
declined significantly. Net holdings by U.S. residents of foreign assets 
have grown faster than domestic wealth since 1948, and now comprise 2 per¬ 
cent of national wealth. 

In terms of ownership (net worth) Kendrick notes that individuals or 
families own 64$ of the national wealth, businesses own 34 percent, and 
governments 2$. Actually, governments hold l4$ of tangible assets, and the 
proportion is growing, but much of their value is offset by public debt. 

He expects financial claims to expand by an average of almost $200-billion 
per year over the decade and says much of the rise will represent new bank 
lending, the issue of additional short-term and long-term debt obligations 
and the increase in underlying equities, partially reflected in the issue of 
new shares of stock. He says the volume of existing securities will be 
growing by more than 6$ a year. 

In 1963-64 Dr. Kendrick directed some 200 scholars and other specialists 
at George Washington University in a study of national wealth statistics. 

His report, Measuring the Nation's Wealth , was printed by the Joint Economic 
Committee of Congress. Dr. Kendrick calls for the compilation and publishing 
of national wealth figures as an official part of the national economic 
accounts, noting their importance to business and government executives, as 
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VICE PRESIDENT OF NATIONALIST CHINA 

TO SPEAK AT GW 

C.K. Yen, Vice President and Premier of the Republic of 
China, will speak at George Washington University on May 10 
at 4 p.m. in Lisner Auditorium. He will be making a 15-day 
visit to the United States. 

The address at GW is open to the public. Special 
invitations are being extended to students and faculty members 
at other Washington universities. 

Mr. Yen will be introduced by GW President Lloyd H. Elliott. 

The program is the first of what GW officials hope will 
be a series of addresses by visiting heads of state. A GW-State 
Department agreement provides for the issuance of invitations 
to heads of state to speak at GW. This is an effort to 
provide a forum for Washington area university students. 

Mr. Yen, 61, is the No. 2 man to President Chiang Kai-shek. 
He became Premier in 1963 and Vice President last May. He is 
the first civilian to hold the Vice Presidency. 
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As Premier, he has balanced the budget* produced Taiwan’s 
first favorable trade balances, spurred industrial growth, 
pushed agriculture to record production, and raised the 
standard of living to an all-time high. 

Educated as a chemist, he turned early to government, 
first as a provincial reconstruction commissioner, then 
provincial finance commissioner, and, in the latter stages of 
World War II, his government’s Director of Procurement. 

He reached Taiwan following its restoration to China 
after World War II and was named Communications Commissioner 
for the province, which had been in Japanese hands for half 
a century. Later he became finance commissioner, and is 
credited with taking strong measures necessary to reform 
the currency in a serious inflationary period. 

When the national government moved to Taiwan in 1950, 
he rose steadily through the ranks, including such positions 
as Minister of Finance and Governor of Taiwan. 

Mr. Yen ultimately will succeed to the Presidency now 
held by Generalissimo Chiang, who is 80. 

The Generalissimo has expressed high praise for Mr. Yen: 

” ... gifted with intelligence, insight and many other 
talents; proving himself incorruptible, upright and selfless; 
possessing virtues reinforced by many decades of revolutionary 
experience; and invigorated with radiant spirit and enduring 
fortitude.” 
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GWU ACCREDITION 

RE-AFFIRMED 

George Washington University's accredition has been re-affirmed 
by the Middle States Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 

Dr. Albert E. Meder, Jr., chairman of the Association's 
Commission on Institutions of Higher Education, announced the 
decision in a letter to Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott, president of George 
Washington. 

Colleges and universities are reviewed periodically by an 
evaluation committee of the Middle States accrediting association. 

This year's evaluation report of George Washington noted that 
the University has taken "many steps to strengthen the institution" 
and that "there is much to commend in the present situation." 

The report said: "What has been accomplished is a compliment 
to the trustees; a credit to the faculty; and a tribute to an 
exceptional president..." 

Among the items singled out by the Evaluation Committee for 
special commendation are: 

GW's Faculty Organization Plan and Code which provide mechanisms 
and procedures for registering the faculty voice on all points of 
substantive educational significance to the University; 
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decentralization of budgetary responsibility; a carefully devised 
five-year plan of development; and the students' interest in 
operational factors effecting student activity and faculty 
evaluation. 

Also singled out were the raising of faculty salaries and 
the plans to meet the A. A. U. P. "A" average scale in each 
faculty rank by 1970-71; the abolishment of an athletic activity 
(football) which was losing large sums of money which can better 
be used for developing educational programs; the President's 
periodic memoranda to the faculty; the review of all of the far 
flung activities of the University with the hope of consolidating 
and strengthening them; progress in making viable the Consortium 
of Universities; and the quality of high level appointments in 
administrative areas. 

Problems given special mention included the need for better 
library facilities and speed in the construction of new buildings; 
the question of dissipation of energies represented by the 
maintenance, supervision, and staffing of the many small off- 
campus centers of instruction which together form the College of 
General Studies; and the need for wholehearted involvement of all 
members of the Board of Trustees to assure the success of the 
development program.

Dr. Kirkbride, who has been Associate Professor of Educational 
Psychology since 1960, will divide her time equally between the 
Department of Psychology and the School of Education. In the School 
of Education, she will be able to devote more time as director of 
the master's and doctoral program for preparation of student personnel 
workers, a program which she established tx*o years ago. 

An acting dean of women is to be appointed July 1. 

This summer Dr. Kirkbride will be Visiting Professor of Educa¬ 
tion at the University of Indiana where she taught previously in 
the summer of 1962. 

Dr. Kirkbride came to the University in 1943 as Instructor in 

Secretarial Studies, became Adviser to Women Students in 1944, and 

Director of Activities for Women in 1947. The title of this position 

was changed to Dean of Women in 1963.
